Fires set, property damaged 
as prisoners refuse lockdown

Windows were smashed 
and two fires were set as a 
revolt took place Wednes¬ 
day afternoon at the Burn¬ 
side jail in Dartmouth. 

Sherri Ailcenhead of the 
Justice Department said 59 
prisoners in the north sec¬ 
tion of the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
refused to return to their 
cells at 1:30 


turn to their cells and had 
to be escorted individually 
to different cells around 7 
p.m. 

Ailcenhead said prison¬ 
ers were first put in lock- 
down on Tuesday night. An 
investigation is now taking 
place to determine what 
caused Wednesday’s dis¬ 
turbance. 

“All it takes is one in¬ 
mate to get something like 
this started,” Ailcenhead 
said to reporters a few 
hundred me- 


p.m. and it 
led to “a 
major dis¬ 
turbance.” 

She said 
there was 
extensive 
property 
damage, in¬ 
cluding win¬ 
dows being 
smashed, 
flooding 
and two Sherri Aikenhead 
fires set that 

led to one inmate being 
treated on scene for smoke 
inhalation. Some inmates 
apparently even bran¬ 
dished pieces of smashed 
glass, although there were 
no further injuries. 

One small fire was set in 
a trash can and a second 
larger one in the common 
room area on a bookshelf. 

Aikenhead said that by 
later in the afternoon jail 
guards were able to get 
most of the inmates back 
in lockdown. However one 
cell block with fewer than 
10 prisoners refused to re- 


tres from the 
jail. 

Halifax po¬ 
lice and fire 
and ambu¬ 
lance officials 
were all at 
the scene 
Wednesday. 

Aikenhead 
said police 
were brought 
into the facil¬ 
ity, but never 
had to assist. 

Brian Fleclcney, acting 
platoon chief with the Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Fire Service, 
said they were called to the 
scene just after 4 p.m. and 
had two crews inside the 
jail ventilating the build¬ 
ing. They left around 8 
p.m. 

“The sprinkler system 
contained the fires,” he 
said. 

Aikenhead felt the situa¬ 
tion was contained 
Wednesday night, but that 
the prisoners were to re¬ 
main in lockdown until at 
least Thursday morning. 


52-year-old dead 
after crash near 
military base 

accident A 52-year-old man 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene of a car accident 
on Windsor Street near the 
Windsor Park military 
base on Wednesday. 

A vehicle driven by the 
man left the Willow Park 
facility, crossed Windsor 
Street and went over a 
bank into the Windsor 
Park facility.

After a short speech 
about civic engagement, 
Trudeau asked for ques¬ 
tions. The first: what’s the 
meaning of life?

relevant... to know you’ve 
made the world a slightly 
better place because 
you’ve passed through it,” 
he replied. “The way you 
connect to your communi¬ 
ty becomes your success.” 

After answering some 
policy questions about 
Afghanistan and Darfur, he 
was asked what he 
thought about legalizing 


drugs. He said that at a 
time when society is tight¬ 
ening rules on cigarettes 
and alcohol, it might be a 
“step backward” to legalize 
pot and other soft drugs. 

After the talk, Trudeau 
told Metro he made a point 
of speaking to schools be¬ 
cause of “the questions 
they pose, the answers I 
find myself giving.” 

“I think young people 
walk out of here saying, 
‘Yeah, I can get involved, I 
do matter. These politi¬ 
cians listened to me and 
gave me straight an¬ 
swers,”’ he said. “My time 
as a high school teacher 
taught me the one thing 
you can’t do is fool stu¬ 
dents. You have to be 
straight with them.”

Video court appearances coming 

Change one of several announced Wednesday to ease pressure on provincial justice system

Prisoners will soon be able to 
make some court appearances, 
without ever having to leave 
jail, via a video link. 

It’s one of several steps the 
province announced Wednesday 
to try to ease pressure on an 
over-burdened justice system. 
More police officers have led to 
more charges and more inmates. 
And that’s coincided with more 
mistaken releases and escapes. 

New changes include hiring 
more staff, revamping transfer 
forms to ensure accuracy and 
adding new technology. 

“The recommendations that 
we are implementing will result 
in less risk and fewer releases 
and escapes,” said Deputy Justice 
Minister Marian Tyson. 

But the moves were not all 
well-received. Liberal justice crit¬ 
ic Michel Samson slammed the 
idea of video court appearances. 

“The whole intent of our jus¬ 
tice system is that the accused 


have to appear in front of a 
court in front of their peers and 
the people that they’ve 
wronged,” he said. “So the 
last thing we need is for this 
Tory government to allow 
criminals in this province 
to hide behind a video 
camera.” 

The changes stem from 
an independent Deloitte 
report received last fall. 

The government says 17 
of 51 recommendations 
have so far been com¬ 
pleted, and the rest are 
underway. But the union 
representing correc¬ 
tions workers called 
that misleading and 
says workers are burnt 
out. 

For example, the de¬ 
partment said it has 
created eight new posi¬ 
tions in the admis¬ 
sions/discharge area. 

The union said several 
of those spots either 
haven’t yet been filled 
or are filled by part- 



time workers.

Guilty teen released on 
credit for time served

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A Halifax teenager who stabbed 
a 32-year-old man to death back 
in December of 2007 won’t be 
spending any more time in jail. 

The 18-year-old, whose iden¬ 
tity is protected by the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act because 
he was 17 at the time of the 
killing, was sentenced to 18 
months probation Wednesday 
at Halifax Supreme Court. He 
pleaded guilty to manslaugh¬ 
ter back in February in the 
killing of Justin Tyson Tolliver. 

The teenager has been in the 
Nova Scotia Youth Facility in 
Waterville since his arrest 16 
months ago. The Crown and 
defence recommended the 
teen get credit for time served, 


and Judge Mona Lynch agreed. 
Prisoners get time and a half 
credit for being in custody 
while waiting for the justice 
process to be completed. 

The judge also agreed with 
the defence’s recommenda¬ 
tion on the amount of proba¬ 
tion. The Crown had asked for 
three years. 

As part of his sentence, the 
18-year-old is to receive regular 
counselling, can’t possess 
weapons, isn’t allowed to have 
contact with any members of 
the Tolliver family, and for the 
first nine months, must live un¬ 
der curfew of 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

In the decision, the teenag¬ 
er said he plans to move to 
another province. If that hap¬ 
pens, he’ll be required to 
keep in regular contact with 
his youth worker. 


Production halted on Sable gas project after small fire 


energy A fire shut down 
production on a Sable gas 
project earlier this week. 
Operator ExxonMobil said 
gas was “shut in” at 2:10 
a.m. on Tuesday morning 
on the Thebaud Compres¬ 
sion Platform when a small 


electrical fire broke out. 

The platform, located 225 
kilometres off the east coast 
of Nova Scotia, is un¬ 
manned, but staff from a 
connected platform re¬ 
sponded and put out the 
fire. One of the three The¬ 


baud platforms is staffed, 
with a workforce of about 
50. There were no injuries 
and minimal damage. 

“There are no immediate 
health, safety, environmen¬ 
tal or resource conservation 
concerns at this point,” said 


Tim Church of the Canada- 
Nova Scotia Offshore Petro¬ 
leum Board, the govern¬ 
ment body that oversees 
the offshore industry. “We 
will continue to monitor 
the situation and produc¬ 
tion won’t resume until 


ExxonMobil can demon¬ 
strate operations can be 
safely restored.” 

Smoke from an overheat¬ 
ed fire pump triggered a 
second alarm at 4 a.m., but 
staff responded quickly.

HRM by Design plan to face final vote by council May 5

It's been years in the mak¬ 
ing, and HRMbyDesign will 
face its final vote May 5. 

Networking group Fusion 
Halifax already started pres¬ 
suring Halifax Regional 
Council to approve the plan 
with a rally Wednesday at 
Grand Parade Square. 

“It focuses on develop¬ 
ment issues that we’ve 
never talked about before, 
like sustainability and 
green spaces and public 
art,” said Fusion director 
Tori Jarvis. 

“It takes away from what 
we’ve been focusing on for 
the past 20 years, which is 
height versus heritage. It 
really has elevated the dis¬ 
cussion.” 

About 30 people turned 
up for the rally to support 
the plan, but it has not 
been without controversy. 
The Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia has vocally opposed 
the plan for doing too little 
to protect heritage, while 
some on the other side 
think it goes too far. 

Fusion chair Alyson 
Queen said no plan can 
make everyone happy, but 
the proposal strikes a rea¬ 
sonable balance to help re¬ 
vitalize the downtown. 

Halifax Chamber of 


Commerce chair Kim West 
said developments current¬ 
ly take too long to get ap¬ 
proval. She said the new 
HRMbyDesign system will 
encourage more, smarter 
development. 

“You can’t be taking two 
years, three years, some¬ 
times four years to get a 


project through the regula¬ 
tory approval process,” 
West said. 

“We need to be much 
more nimble in terms of 
getting through the 
process so that we can get 
on with them while the op¬ 
portunities are there.” 

The plan has already 


been approved by the 
province but must pass a fi¬ 
nal vote by council. Urban 
Design project manager 
Andy Fillmore, who over¬ 
saw the creation of the 
plan, was happy to see the 
support. 

“It was a very good day,” 
he said. 


Halifax sees dramatic drop in housing starts

After a bumper February, 
new-start housing in Hali¬ 
fax took a dive last month. 
According to the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, there were 89 
housing starts last month, 
a dramatic drop from the 
259 in March 2008. 

The market had actually 


risen in February, although 
that was mostly due to a 
new 90-unit apartment 
building in Mainland 
North. 

There were 40 single 
starts last month com¬ 
pared with 75 in March 
2008, while multiple starts 
decreased significantly to 
49 units from 184. 

“A lack of apartment- 
unit starts last month com¬ 
pared to a relatively strong 


month of apartment-unit 
starts in March 2008 result¬ 
ed in a large percentage de¬ 
crease in total starts in 
March 2009,” said Matthew 
Gilmore, senior market an¬ 
alyst with CMHC’s Atlantic 
Business Centre. “On a 
year-to-date basis, the first 
quarter continued to see 
general weakness in de¬ 
mand for new construc¬ 
tion and resulted in a near¬ 
ly 50 per cent decrease in 


single-detached starts ac¬ 
tivity.” 

In the Atlantic region, 
244 new units were started 
in March 2009, compared 
to 522 units during the 
same period in 2008. 
CMHC said the decreases 
should be viewed in the 
context that housing starts 
have been exceptionally 
strong over the past seven 
years, exceeding 200,000 
units per year. 


Hurdle remains 
for waterside plan 
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Developer Ben McCrea 
has a final message to the 
Heritage Trust — do you 
want a building or a park¬ 
ing lot? 

There’s only one possi¬ 
ble hurdle left for Mc¬ 
Crea’s waterside develop¬ 
ment. Council originally 
voted to block it, but the 
vote was overturned by 
the Utility and Review 
Board. 

This week, council an¬ 
nounced it would not ap¬ 
peal that decision. 

But the Heritage Trust 
of Nova Scotia, an inter¬ 
vener in the hearings, 
could still launch an ap¬ 
peal. 

McCrea said if he isn’t 
able to build the new de¬ 
velopment in the current 
O’Carroll’s site, then the 


building will have to be 
demolished. 

“Anything that removes 
from my company and me 
the ominous prospect of 
having to demolish her¬ 
itage buildings I’m 
pleased with,” he said. 

“Everyone should now 
recognize, even (Heritage 
Trust president Phil 
Pacey), that there are only 
in fact two alternatives ... 
if you refuse this develop¬ 
ment then the only conse¬ 
quence can be demoli¬ 
tion.” 

McCrea said Pacey dis¬ 
seminated misinforma¬ 
tion to council — 
“whether purposeful or 
from a lack of knowl¬ 
edge” — that contributed 
to the original vote to 
block the development. 

The Heritage Trust has 
not yet decided whether 
it will appeal the deci¬ 
sion.

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Truro killer denied full parole by board 


A convicted killer from the 
Truro area with a histoiy of 
violence and aggression has 
been denied full parole. 

Mark Foster Dickie, 41, is 
serving life in prison at a 
federal jail in Saskatchewan 
for the second-degree mur¬ 
der of Leon George Adshade 
of Upper Stewiacke. 

On April 29, 1991, Dickie 
stabbed Adshade eight 
times in a Lower Truro Road 
apartment. He covered Ad¬ 
shade with a garbage bag 


and blanket and transport¬ 
ed him to a wooded area at 
the end of Kent Road in 
Lower Truro. The body was 
discovered in May. 

“Most of your initial insti¬ 
tutional behaviour was vio¬ 
lent, you were involved in 
inmate stabbings and you 
were both verbally and 
physically aggressive to¬ 
wards staff and inmates,” 
the parole board’s decision 
from the April 1 hearing 
said. 


“More recently your be¬ 
haviour has improved.” 

Dickie’s full parole plans 
were to reside in a halfway 
house in Nova Scotia, where 
he has family support, and 
seek employment. 

“The board is satisfied 
that your risk is not man¬ 
ageable at this time under 
any form of release,” the de¬ 
cision said. “To your credit 
you realize you are not pre¬ 
pared for a full parole re¬ 
lease.”

Activists aim at Shell 

Coalition claims oil giant broke agreement to cut output of GHGs 


Canadian environmental 
groups asked regulators 
Wednesday to rescind ap¬ 
provals for part of a $13.7- 
billion expansion of Royal 
Dutch Shell Pic’s oilsands 
project, alleging the com¬ 
pany backed off promises 
to cut greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

The Oil Sands Environ¬ 
mental Coalition — which 
includes the Pembina Insti¬ 
tute, the Toxics Watch So¬ 
ciety of Alberta and the 
Fort McMurray Environ¬ 
mental Association — say 
Shell has broken an agree¬ 


ment to significantly cut 
the output of greenhouse 
gases (GHG) such as carbon 
dioxide from an expansion 
of its Muskeg River and 
Jaclcpine oilsands mines in 
northern Alberta. 

The coalition is asking 
the Canadian government 
and Alberta’s Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board, who jointly ap¬ 
proved the project, to re¬ 
consider their ruling 
through a new public hear¬ 
ing because Shell’s prom¬ 
ise was a factor in the deci¬ 
sion. 


Cost of oilsands 

• Canada's oilsands have 
the largest reserves outside 
the Middle East. However 
separating the tar-like bitu¬ 
men from sand and soil and 
upgrading it into refinery- 
ready synthetic crude is 
more energy intensive and 
emits more carbon dioxide 
than conventional oil pro¬ 
duction.

Canada is "way ahead” of 
other G20 nations in put¬ 
ting its stimulus cash to 
work creating jobs and 
easing the economic 
downturn, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper says. 

Harper made the boast 
on a day when the federal 
government pledged $9.2 
million to improve the ma¬ 
rina in Oshawa, Ont.; $400 
million in upgrades to fed¬ 
eral buildings and $5 mil¬ 
lion for a New Brunswick 
highway project. 

“A lot of other countries 
are announcing stimulus 
budgets and I’m not saying 
anything against them but 
I think a lot of them are 
less advanced and a lot less 
certain of how they’re ac¬ 
tually going to get the 
money out quickly than 
we are in Canada,” Harper 
said yesterday. 

The prime minister, who 
met with G20 leaders last 
week in London to discuss 
the economic crisis, said 


he expects Canada will be 
able to roll out its own 
spending faster thanks to 
co-operation with other 
levels of government and 
moves to streamline paper¬ 
work. 

“We want to make sure 
we are putting people to 
work in this construction 
season,” said Harper, dur¬ 
ing a stop in Moncton, N.B. 

“The federal government 
has been cutting all kinds 
of red tape in terms of ap¬ 
proval processes. We are 
determined to show Cana¬ 
dians that we are in fact 
getting to work,” he said. 

But with the construc¬ 
tion season now poised to 
begin in earnest, the Con¬ 
servatives, accused by the 
opposition of dragging 
their feet to cope with the 
economic crisis, are under 
the gun to make the $12 
billion in infrastructure 
cash promised in the Jan. 
27 budget a reality.

Out of hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of PCs monitored by 
Microsoft for its twice year¬ 
ly Security Intelligence Re¬ 
port, seven of the 25 top 
security threats came in 
the form of fake security 
programs.

Trust in U.S. financial system dips: Survey

Management at Northwest¬ 
ern University said, “The 
drop in trust toward banks 
and large corporations ap¬ 
pears to be consistent with 
the negative publicity 
they’ve experienced in the 
first quarter of 2009. This 
tarnished image, especially 
of banks, could impact 
their value moving for¬ 
ward.”

If your soil is poor, work 
compost or an organic fer¬ 
tilizer into the soil before 
you plant annuals, and 
around perennials after 
they have begun to sprout 
and are 2 to 3 inches tall. 

Once the soil is exposed, 
spread organic mulch such 
as bark, wood chips or 
shredded leaves around 
perennials and over annu¬ 
al beds to discourage weed 
growth and keep soil tem¬ 
perature and humidity 
more agreeable when the 
sun starts to bake exposed 
soil. Whatever you use, 
make sure water can per¬ 
colate through. 

If you have grass, give it 
a good deep raking as soon 
as it starts to turns green. 
This stimulates growth by 
removing thatch, or dead 
grass from the last season. 

For shrubs and bushes 
that bloom in summer or 
fall, you may prune them 
in late winter or early 
spring to take off dead 
limbs, rejuvenate the plant 
and to maintain a pleasing 
shape. To avoid pruning off 
blooms of spring-blooming 
shrubs that flower from 
last year’s growth, prune 
only when the blooms be¬ 
gin to die off. 

Just think — by next 
year, you’ll have the spring 
yard cleanup routine down 


to an art, no doubt to the 
astonishment of your 
friends and neighbours.

There’s a scene midway 
through Observe and Re¬ 
port that sums the film up 
completely. While Detec¬ 
tive Harrison (Ray Liotta) 
is telling mall cop Ronnie 
Barnhardt (Seth Rogen) 
that he didn’t pass the psy¬ 
chological test required 
for the police academy, an¬ 
other detective is listening 
in the closet, 
unbeknownst to Ronnie. 

Halfway through the 
scene, the detective steps 
out, interrupting the two 
men. “I’m sorry,” he ex¬ 


plains. “I thought this was 
going to be funny. But it’s 
really just kind of sad.” 

The second mall cop 
movie this year, Observe 
has as much in common 
with Paul Blart: Mall Cop as 
Home Alone does with Last 
House on the Left. 

Most of the laughs come 
from jarring violence and 
some truly pervasive lan¬ 
guage. 

And while often unset¬ 
tling, much of the outra¬ 
geous humour works well, 
especially Anna Faris’ 
work as the object of Ron¬ 
nie’s misplaced affection. 
And Rogen, adding extra 
pounds and shedding his 
usual nice-guy persona, 
disappears into his bipolar, 
trigger-happy anti-hero. 

In another, more tradi¬ 
tional comedy — say, one 
that focused on Liotta’s de¬ 
tective instead — Ronnie 
would be a supporting role, 


used simply for comic re¬ 
lief. 

But Observe and Report 
decides to linger on the 
oddball, and sometimes 
spending that much time 
with that type of character 


isn’t exactly rewarding. 

The longer we stay with 
Ronnie and listen to his 
unrelenting, Travis Bickle- 
lilce philosophies, the 
more we realize he is in 
fact a psychopath. While 


he struggles for validation 
for his behaviour, the only 
real lesson he learns is that 
he isn’t trying hard 
enough, and it all leads to 
a deeply unsettling climax 
in which all of Ronnie’s ac¬ 


tions are validated. 

It’s easier to identify 
with Liotta than with Ro¬ 
gen, and it’s never clear if 
we’re supposed to be 
cheering Ronnie or pitying 
him.

Some¬ 
body’s got it right now.”

“It’s not like it 
works.” 

Efron has been keeping 
a much more watchful eye 
on his future career devel¬ 
opment now that High 
School Musical is behind 
him.

wo things in the 
last 24 hours have 
gotten me think¬ 
ing about movie 
stars who seem 
determined to throw their 
careers away. 

First, I saw a picture of 
Lindsay Lohan slumped 
over in the backseat of a 
limo. With a tangled mess 
of flame coloured hair ob¬ 
scuring her face, the for¬ 
mer A-lister looked, to put 
it mildly, a little worse for 
the wear and tear. 

Secondly, I saw Two 
Lovers, a new drama star¬ 
ring Joaquin Phoenix as a 
depressed man torn be¬ 
tween two women. Watch¬ 
ing his work made me 
wish he would go to the 


barber, get a shave, stop 
his infantile flirtation with 
becoming the new Vanilla 
Ice and get back to doing 
what he does best — create 
interesting, layered charac¬ 
ters for the big screen. 

Both are accomplished 
stars — he’s a two time Os¬ 
car nominee and just four 
years ago she won the Su¬ 
perstar of Tomorrow 
award — and both have re¬ 
cently been added to a 
long list of Hollywood ac¬ 
tors who, through person¬ 
al temperament, ego or 
bad management, have al¬ 
lowed their careers to swirl 
down the drain. 

The most cheerless 
flameout of recent years 
has to be Tom Sizemore. Af¬ 
ter a string of arrests, failed 
drug tests (one involving a 
prosthetic penis) and a self- 
marketed amateur porn 
tape, the once formidable 
star of Strange Days and 
Saving Private Ryan has 
sunk so low even Paris 
Hilton denies having a one- 
night-stand with him. 

Rupert Everett told the 


New York Times Magazine 
that defining his sexuality 
was career suicide as a 
leading man. “I wanted to 
be a movie star,” he said. “I 
had a difficult set of cir¬ 


cumstances to deal with, 
particularly for a movie ca¬ 
reer. Being gay. It just does¬ 
n’t work.” Times have 
changed since 1997 when 
he came out, (just ask Ian 


McKellen) but the damage 
to Everett’s career was al¬ 
ready done. I’d further sug¬ 
gest making horrible 
movies with Madonna (re¬ 
member The Next Best 


Thing? Its 17 per cent rat¬ 
ing at Rotten Tomatoes 
says it all) was the post¬ 
script on his career suicide 
note. 

As difficult as it is to see 
once promising careers 
evaporate, like everything 
in this ever shifting world 
not even career suicide is 
permanent. 

Just a few years ago Tom 
Cruise looked like he was, 
as Film Threat wrote, “a 
man on a career-suicide 
mission,” but even after 
the one-two punch of bad 
publicity following his 
couch gymnastics on the 
Oprah show, insults to 
Brooke Shields and the re¬ 
lease of the fetid Lions For 
Lambs, Cruise bounced 
back. He was welcomed 
back by a Golden Globe 
nomination for Tropic 
Thunder, his first major 
award nod in five years. 

Joaquin, Lindsay, Tom 
and Everett take note.

If it seemed like Diana 
Krall was taking some time 
off from her busy life the 
last couple of years, think 
again. She might not have 
been on tour, but produc¬ 
ing a Barbra Streisand 
album, creating a new disc 
of her own, and raising 
twin boys is anything but a 
relaxing vacation. 

“I haven’t had more than 
a couple weeks off in many 
months,” says an exhaust¬ 
ed Krall, who has spent the 
last week talking to media. 
“I took two weeks in Janu¬ 
ary, then started full on 
again. I wanted to do this 
album, and when I’m with 
my children I’m with my 
children. I haven’t slept in 
a week.” 

Krall’s world is only go¬ 
ing to get busier, as she’s 
about to embark on a five- 
month tour in support of 
her latest record, Quiet 
Nights. The disc sees the 
Vancouver-based artist, 
and wife to Elvis Costello, 
tackle an entire record of 
Bossa Nova tunes. 

It’s a genre she’s always 
dabbled in — her biggest 
hit, the Look of Love, fea¬ 
tured a Bossa Nova groove 
— but it’s the first time 
she’s dedicated an entire 
record to the Brazilian 
sound. 

“I’ve always liked the 
genre,” she says. “I’ve been 
a fan of Sergio Mendez, 
Joao Gilberto and Stan 
Getz for years.” 

But it was her partner¬ 
ship with arranger Claus 
Ogerman, who worked 
with Krall on Look of Love, 


that energized her interest 
in Bossa Nova. “It’s be¬ 
cause of Claus,” she says, 
explaining why she made 
this record. “I started lis¬ 
tening to Gilberto at 
Carnegie Hall and then I 
went to Brazil and got into 
the grooviness of the peo¬ 
ple and music there. And, 
since Claus worked with 
(Bossa Nova legend) Anto¬ 
nio Carlos Jobim, it just 
felt like this was the right 
direction.”

Like her previous discs, 
Krall takes other people’s 
tunes and makes them her 
own. Standouts include 
Burt Bacharach’s Walk On 
By, Jobim’s Este Seu Olhar, 
and The Boy From Ipanema, 
originally sung as The Girl 
from Ipanema by Astrud 
Gilberto. 

Picking what tunes to 
perform was the hardest 
part of making this disc, 
says Krall. But she had some 
help. “You want to put

everything on an album,” 
she explains, “but you pay 
people to wisely give their 
very valued opinion.” 

One person she didn’t ask 
for advice was her husband, 
but he wasn’t left out of the 
album creating process en¬ 
tirely. “His input comes in 
after I’ve made the record,” 
she says. “He’s very much 
the artist so he helps by be¬ 
ing supportive when I say I 
really want something to be 
a certain way.”

To date, the tension 
between television and 
online video can be large¬ 
ly characterized by one 
adage: Divide and 
conquer. 

Broadcasters affirm tele¬ 
vision’s strength amid de¬ 
clining viewership and ad¬ 
vertisement revenue, 
while online seems to con¬ 
stantly increase its audi¬ 
ence, but struggles to find 
a way to turn those eyes in¬ 
to income. 

But the new faction of 
Harper’s Island and Harp¬ 
er’s Globe is trying to put 
that polarity out to pas¬ 
ture, instead considering 
the battling platforms as 
separate but equal. 

Harper’s Island is the 13- 
weelc modern murder 
mystery, following 25 
characters that surround a 
wedding and reunion on 
the eponymous island. 
Week by week, one or 
more characters are killed 
off the primetime soap- 


lilce show, leading to dis- 
coveiy of the murderer by 
the show’s conclusion. 

It’s supplemented with 
Harper’s Globe, the online 
“webisode” and social net¬ 
work named for the island 
newspaper. The online 
content is different, large¬ 


ly filmed in confessional- 
style and supported by 
blogs and interaction by 
Robin, the new-to-the- 
island journalist. 

“Before Robin came onto 
the site, viewers were al¬ 
ready on there, creating 
their own profile pages, 


forming a community and 
getting to know each oth¬ 
er,” said Melanie 
Merlcoslcy, the Calgary ac¬ 
tress that plays Robin. 

The foray into online 
video is nothing new for 
Merlcoslcy, who now calls 
herself an “online junkie.” 
Before Harper’s Globe, she 
was a leading character on 
YouTube viral video sensa¬ 
tion, lonelygirll5. 

“I do think entertain¬ 
ment is headed towards 
the Internet and people 
are now starting to look at 
it as a viable entertain¬ 
ment platform,” said 
Merlcoslcy. 

While she didn’t set out 
to solely act online, she 
said the intrigue of lonely- 
girll5 drew her to her sub¬ 
sequent online incarna¬ 
tion. “I was just more in¬ 
trigued by the idea of both 
of them.” 

Unlike lonelygirll 5, 

however, the Harper hy¬ 
brid must balance the pair 
of mediums for their re¬ 
spective audiences. While 
content may be different, 
Merlcoslcy said the two 


stories are completely 
connected. 

“The plot lines overlap, 
the characters criss-cross 
and it’s really bringing two 
different audiences togeth¬ 
er. If you’re going to start 
moving toward the trend 
of doing online program¬ 
ming, I think this is the 
best way to go because it’s 
still directly related and 
intertwined with the TV 
program.” 

Correlation aside, 

Merlcoslcy admitted online 
continues to have a con¬ 
tent advantage over televi¬ 
sion, carrying fewer re¬ 
strictions than the regulat¬ 
ed tube. 

“We were allowed to 
show more and do scarier 
things than you would see 
on network TV. There is 
definitely a campy ele¬ 
ment to it, like Scream, 
but it’s a lot scarier.”

Leno brings comic relief to Motor City 


In a nod to the gloomy 
economy, late-night come¬ 
dian Jay Leno hosted a 
show Tuesday to lift the 
battered spirits of Detroit 
residents facing steep un¬ 
employment and a falter¬ 
ing auto industry. 

The host of NBC’s The 
Tonight Show with Jay 
Leno, a celebrated car buff, 
presented a “comedy stim¬ 
ulus plan” to a packed 
house at a suburban De¬ 
troit arena that is home to 
the Detroit Pistons profes¬ 
sional basketball team. 

“The idea is just come on 
down, hopefully forget 
your troubles for a while, 
other people are in the 
same boat as you are and 
maybe take some of the 
weight off, that’s all,” Leno 
told reporters beforehand. 

Introduced by home¬ 
town hero Kid Rock, Leno 
launched into an 80- 
minute monologue aimed 
at anyone and anything 
from U.S. presidents to air 
travel and life in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

He riffed on cars, the 
price of gasoline and ads 


for brands like Jaguar and 
Lexus, but steered clear of 
Detroit, or the struggling 
U.S. carmakers, as a butt of 
his jokes. 

Leno thanked union 
members, whose parents 
and grandparents “created 
the middle class in Ameri¬ 
ca” and told a roaring audi¬ 
ence, “God bless Detroit.” 

“It’s bad, but it’s not that 
bad. Things will turn 
around, they have before.” 
he said. 

The arena was set up for 
about 15,000 seats, and all 
the tickets were distributed 
for shows on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. Parking and 
soft drinks were free, and 
other items were discount¬ 
ed as sponsors chipped in 
to offset the costs. 

Detroit was hard hit by 
the auto industry’s trou¬ 
bles and crumbling hous¬ 
ing prices even before the 
latest economic downturn 
that has pushed U.S. unem¬ 
ployment to 25-year highs. 

Michigan’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate was 12 per cent 
in Februaiy, compared with 
what was a 25-year-high 8.1

Keeping kosher 
harder in Halifax 


“The whole thing of keeping kosher on 
Passover is to forget a little bit about the 
food.

Passover starts this week 
and that means kosher 
supplies are scarce. Most 
Halifax grocery stores are 
already sold out of 
products that meet the re¬ 
ligious requirements of 
many Jews. 

“There’s a limited 
amount of kosher food 
here,” observes Bassie Feld¬ 
man of the Jewish organi¬ 
zation Chabad. “You can 
get a minimal amount of 
basics.” 

Feldman says meat isn’t 
so hard to find, but dried 
goods like oil and ketchup 
are next to impossible. She 
usually brings in her sup¬ 
plies from New York and 
Toronto. 

There are about 200 fam¬ 
ilies looking for kosher 
products in FIRM, she said, 
and families from the rest 
of the Maritimes are even 
worse off and shop in the 


city. “You definitely have 
to plan ahead. You have to 
be very creative. 

“It something that’s im¬ 
portant throughout the 
year. The reason there are 
more people kosher on 
Passover is because there’s 
a special biblical com¬ 
mand,” she explains. 

“I’m keeping kosher all 
year, and I’m always hav¬ 
ing a challenge finding 
what I need,” she says. “I’m 
used to it. I grew up in 
Toronto and New York and 
I never had these issues be¬ 
fore. There’s no shortage 
in the rest of the world. It’s 
a Halifax phenomenon.” 

Rabbi Ari Sherbill at the 
Beth Israel Synagogue has 
a different perspective. 
“Don’t woriy about!” he 


says. “I’m not stressing 
over it at all. The whole 
thing of keeping kosher on 
Passover is to forget a little 
bit about the food. The 
whole thing is keeping an 
inner cleanliness.” 

The Torah says not to 
have any leaven, or rising, 
products, hence the matza. 
But Sherbill takes that 
command in another way. 
“That represents, ultimate¬ 
ly, what’s on the inside: 
That we shouldn’t have a 
heart that rises, that is ar¬ 
rogant or haughty.” 

Instead, focus on isolat¬ 
ed prayer with God and 
deeply studying the Torah. 

“Don’t worry about the 
ketchup, there’s plenty of 
food, thank God. No one’s 
going hungiy.”

Junior Boys go the musical distance

Recording an album when 
your bandmate lives 
across an ocean from you 
can be tricky, but if you're 
as determined as 
Hamiltonian-based band 
The Junior Boys, distance 
is no obstacle to creating 
good music. 

To record their new disc, 
Begone Dull Care, the elec¬ 


tro duo, which features Je¬ 
remy Greenspan and Matt 
Didemus, didn’t share 
MP3s via email. Instead 
they laid down tracks the 
old fashioned way, by trav¬ 
eling between Hamilton 
and Berlin — where Dide¬ 
mus lives — to work on 
music face to face. 

“I wasn’t interested in 
doing that whole sending 
things off,” says 
Greenspan. “We’re big be¬ 


lievers that the equipment 
and conditions all play a 
central role in where music 
is going to go. For us patch¬ 
ing things together 
through MSN doesn’t seem 
exciting.” 

That being said, the two¬ 
some did write things inde¬ 
pendent of one another, so 
it wasn’t like they were 
racking up long distance 
charges discussing each 
musical move. That separa¬ 


tion, says Greenspan, is an¬ 
other reason why trading 
emails didn’t make sense 
for them. “Because of that 
impendence it was even 
more important that we 
didn’t swap files,” he says. 

While they might have 
produced a solid album if 
they had just sent each oth¬ 
er MP3s, after listening to 
the album, which is based 
around the films of Canadi¬ 
an filmmaker Normal 


McLaren, it’s easy to see 
why they had to write this 
together. The disc is easily 
their most meticulous 
record of their career, 
though, Greenspan says, 
they tried to make it sound 
spontaneous. 

In the end the band cre¬ 
ated a spare, yet upbeat col¬ 
lection of airy tunes, lay¬ 
ered with electro sounds 
and, in a few cases, ’80s 
grooves.

TV actors released 
from Saudi prison 


A group of TV actors in 
Saudi Arabia have been re¬ 
leased from prison after 
being arrested for mixing 
with members of the 
opposite sex. 

The actors, stars of the 
Saudi TV series Ayyamu A1 
Surab (The Mirage Days), 
were filming in a hotel lob¬ 
by in the capital city of 
Riyadh when they came to 
the attention of the reli¬ 
gious police, who prohibit 
the mixing of men and 
women in public. They 
were arrested March 30. 

The actors were released 
without charge after sign¬ 
ing an agreement not to 
film in a mixed-gender 
group in public again. Sau¬ 
di Arabia has strict laws 
governing the mixing of 
unrelated men and 
women. 

The actors are well 
known in the region. 

“Although it’s not that 
common, it happens, and 


the religious police do it to 
show they have power,” 
said one Saudi media and 
political consultant who 
wished to remain anony¬ 
mous. “Many TV series are 
filmed across Saudi Arabia, 
and sometimes the police 
will make a raid to show 
their upper hand. But in 
this case, the TV series had 
the correct permission to 
film, so it was against the 
rules for the police to in¬ 
tervene.” 

Saudi’s religious police, 
the Commission for Pro¬ 
motion of Virtue and Pre¬ 
vention of Vice (CPVPV), 
consists of officers who fol¬ 
low a shifting set of moral 
and quasi-legal laws. They 
have divided a society that 
is part forward-thinking 
and progressive, and part 
rooted in a strict, literal in¬ 
terpretation of Islamic law. 

“The backlash online has 
been massive. It’s negative 
to Saudis and Saudi cine¬ 


ma,” the consultant said, 
adding that actors and 
filmmakers in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia struggle to be creative 
under draconian laws. 

There has been vocal 
debate in the kingdom in 
recent years, with 
reformers pushing for 
change. King Abdullah 
replaced the country’s 
religious police leader with 
a more progressive leader, 
but incidents like this may 
be perceived as a setback 
to a countiy that has 
recently begun to open 
itself up to tourists from 
the West.

Baltimore 
Seafood Cakes 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 slices dry bread 
1/2 cup (125 ml) milk 
2 cans (4 oz/120 g) fresh 
crab meat 

1/2 lb (250 g) peeled, 
cooked shrimp 
2 large eggs 
2 tsp (10 ml) Dijon 
mustard 

1 tbsp (15 ml) Worcester¬ 
shire sauce 

1/2 cup (125 ml) ground al¬ 
monds 

A large pinch of cayenne 
pepper 

1 tbsp (15 ml) mayonnaise 
A handful of fresh parsley 

COATING: 

1/3 cup (75 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) dried 
breadcrumbs 
Canola oil for frying 

METHOD: 

1. Soak both slices of 
bread in milk 5 minutes. 
Flake crab meat, put into a 
bowl, chop shrimp and 
add to the crab. 

2. Separate eggs and set 
whites aside. Add yolks, 
mustard, Worcestershire 
sauce, almonds, cayenne 


and mayonnaise to crab. 
Rinse, dry and chop 
enough parsley for 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) and add to bowl. 

3. Squeeze bread dry, add 
to crab and stir until soft 
but not sloppy: add some 
breadcrumbs if mixture is 
too moist. 

4. For coating: put flour 
onto one plate and bread¬ 
crumbs onto another. 
Whisk 1 tbsp (15 ml) water 
into egg whites. Divide 
crab mixture into eight 
portions and shape into 
cakes. Dip into flour, 
shake off excess, then dip 
into egg whites and coat 
with breadcrumbs. 

5. Heat 1/2 in. (1 cm) oil in 
large frying pan over fairly 
high heat. Fry fish cakes 
2-3 minutes per side until 
crisp and golden, then 
drain on paper towels and 
serve two per person.
